Tides and Currents have occafioned but too many 
to mourn the Lofs of Friends and Fortunes : As I 
dwell in the Neighbourhood of thefe Dangers, I have 
(in manifeft hazard of my Life) furvey'd and taken 
corred Draughts not only of them, but of the In- 
lands of Gitemfejt Sank, &c. And as I perfuade my 
felf they are as correft, as any Thing that has hither- 
to appear'd of this kind, it is my intent to publifh
